Gnberones, April 3. — Saturday's fight 
in the environs of Mafoking was conduct- 
ed on Col. Pluruer's side under great dif- 
ficulties, being in the proximity of the 
Boer laagers, where reinforcements could 
be promptly sent to the burghers, and 
there was little cover available for the 
British when the fight began, the plain 
being but sparsely wooded, and the rail- 
road embankment, the chief protection, 
being only two feet high. The men be- 
haved gallantly, however, and the olllcers 
were exceptionally conspicuous in the 
affair. With the exception of a few 
rounds fired by the BritisT Maxim gun 
at Ramuthlabama, the fire on both sides 
was entirely by rifle. 

Half of the British officers were more 
or less seriously wounded. Col. Plumer 
was wounded in his right arm; his horse 
was shot. Col. Bodle and Cant. Bolt 
were wounded. Col. Plumet'a orderly is 
missing. Sergt.-Major Maning of the 
Fifth Dragoon Guards, who took up the 
duties of orderly, did excellent work. 
Captain Fred. Crowe was shot dead while 
covering the retreat of others. Captain 
MacLuren was severely wounded and 
Lieut. Mllligan, the famous Yorkshire 
cricketer, fatally injured while holding 
an assigned position. Medical orderly 
Waneford, worked pluckily on the field, 
which afforded little cover. 

London. April 11.— The Daily Mail 
has the following from Lady Sarah Wil- 
son, dated Mafeking. March MO: "Col. 
Plumer's column is now within twenty 
miles of us, but its advent is undesir- 
able unless accompanied by good supplies. 
The opinion prevails here that young 
Cronje has returned to the ranks of the 
investing Boers, and is trying to avenge 
Paardebern." 

Buluwayo, Thursday, April , r ».— Lieut. 
Milligan of Col. Plumer's column is a 
prisoner in the hands of the Boers. 

TUB NEW LIBERALISM. 

Movement For a Reformed Party on 
Imperial Principles Laid Down 
by Bosebery. 

London, April 10.— The newly formed 
Liberul council held its first meeting 
this afternoon under the presidency of 
Mr. Robert William Perks, M. P., the 
treasurer of the London Nonconformist 
council, who explained that the object of 
the new organization was to maintain 
Liberalism in its old progressive, toler- 
ant nnd aggressive form. In other 
words, he declared, the Imperial Liber- 
als " proposed to follow the lead of such 
men as Lord Bosebery and Sir Edward 
Grey." 

Mr. Perks who is a lawyer and a con- 
tractor interested in the construction of 
many railroads and docks, including the 
Manchester ship canal, announced that 
a large number of those who had al- 
ieady joined the organization were can- 
didates for election to parliament at the 
next general election, and he hoped, 
therefore, to have a solid battalion of 
candidates in full sympathy with the 
organizations Imperial views.

SUNDAY AT THE FAIR. 

American Exhibits Must Be Shown 
With the Best, Though Pavilion 
Will Be Closed. 

Paris, April 10.— United States Com- 
missioner Ferdinand W. Peck has con- 
sulted witli the authorities at Washing- 
ton respecting the question of Sunday 
opening at the exposition in this city, 
and has received a cablegram saying 
that President McKinley desired that 
the American section should bo closed 
On the Sabbath us far as allowed by the 
French regulations. 

Mr. Peck thereupon saw the French 
authorities and was shown a by-law 
which compels the opening of all exhib- 
its on the seven days of the week, and 
even gives the French authorities power 
to remove any coverings placed over an 
exhibit during unauthorized hours. The 
same rule applies to machinery, and the 
by-law makes no exception in the ease 
of national pavilions. 

But, at Mr. Peck's instance, the 
director-general of the exposition has 
given the American commissioner special 
permission to close the, American pavil- 
ion Sundays. 



QUEEN'S DAILY OUTING. 

Brisk Drive Along the Volley of the 
Liffcy— Villagers Mark the 
Occasion. 

Dublin, April 10.— The Queen selected 
the picturesque route along the valley of 
the Liffej for her drive this afternoon, 
and enrered nearly twenty miles before 
returning to the vice-regal lodge. - Her 
Majesty rode in an open landau and was 
accompanied by the Princesses and 
Prince Leopold. 

Although the route was only selected 
a few hours previous to the start, the 
villages traversed were guv with bunt- 
ing, and crowds of cheering people lined 
the highways. Groups of scarlet-coated 
children from the soldier schools, oper- 
atives from the mills, and peasants in 
the fields formed to-day's collection of 
spectators.

Ottawa, April 10.— The political situa- 
tion in British Columbia is still attract- 
ing a good , deal of attention here. Six- 
Wilfrid Luurior told Mr. Bostoek to-day 
that Lieut. -Governor Mclnnes' report 
was received last Saturday, but he would 
give the bouse no hint as to its contents. 
All sorts of reports nre current, but the 
geifcrai belief is that the government will 
not do anything until after the provincial 
elections. A report published by the 
Province that Sir Wilfrid Lanrier had 
dismissed Martin has been telegraphed 
to Ottawa and scoffed at as a poor 
work of imagination, the federal govern- 
ment having no power to dismiss Mr. 
Martin, a prerogative vested in the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor. 

It i-s reported that Major Drummond, 
military secretary to Lord Minto, has 
been appointed commandant of the mili- 
tia in succession to Gen. Hutton. He 
left Capetown for Canada last Saturday. 

Strathcona has cabled for fifty addi- 
tional men to till possible vacancies in 
Strathcona's Horse in the event of casu- 
alties or sickness. 

An animated discussion on the spoils 
system in the militia department was to- 
day initinted by Col. Prior, based upon 
the government's cancellation of the of- 
fer of commissions in the British Army 
to Royal Military College graduates. Sir 
Charles Tupper strongly supported Col. 
Prior's position. Sir Wilfrid Lnurier as- 
sumed a lofty tone and declined to give 
any particulars of what had been done. 

ANOTHER FEVER VICTIM. 

Canadian Serving With Twelfth 
Lancers Dies at Kimberley. 

Toronto, April 9.— Dr. Bnrritt, the 
well known city physician, this after- 
noon received from the commanding offi- 
cer of the 12th Lancers, now on active 
service, a cablegram announcing the 
death of his third son. Allan S. Bnrritt, 
at Kimberley on April 4 of enteric fever. 
The cablegram contained no further 
particulars, and until it arrived Dr. 
Bnrritt was unaware of the illness of 
his son, whose last letter received was 
dated January 27. 

Bnrritt had served five years in the 
Northwest Mounted Police. He was 
also for a time lieutenant in the Prince 
of Wales' Dragoons, the headquarters 
of which are at Peterboro.

"Yesterday Gen. Dewet engaged the 
British for the third time within a week 
at Merrkatsfonteiu, killing and wound- 
ing 000. He captured 1)00, with twelve 
wagons, losing five Boers killed and nine 
wounded. 

The Daily Mail publishes also the fol- 
lowing dated Tuesday, April 10, from 
Lorenzo Marques: "The Netherlands 
Railway Company professes to have re- 
ceived a telegram reporting a Boer vic- 
tory near Kroonstadt, the Boers captur- 
ing 900 British." 

Commenting upon this the Daily Mail 
remarks: "There is a Merrikstfontein, 
about eight and a half miles southeast' of 
KroowUadt, but if the report be true, 
this can hardly be the place." 

The Daily News has the following 
from Pretoria, dated Monday, by way of 
Delagoa Bay: "It is officially announc- 
ed that a battle has been fought south of 
Brandfort, in which 000 British troops 
were killed and wounded, and 800 taken 
prisoners. 

"Lord Roberts is declared to be find- 
ing great difficulty owing to scarcity of 
water." 

Loudon, April 11.-5 a.m. — But that 
the war office has issued no news from 
Lord Roberts during the last three days, 
there would be little disposition to place 
any credence in the Boer reports of u 
British disaster. The unexpected rally- 
ing of the Free States commandoes, how? 
ever, leaves the public in a nervous con- 
dition. 

Despatches from Pretoria, as stated 
last Monday, did not mention any fur- 
ther Boer \ietorlos. On the contrary, 
they said all the Commandoes were quiet, 
and ns Lord Roberts has hitherto never 
failed promptly to report mischances, as 
well us successes, or to allow the news- 
paper correspondents to report them, un- 
til some confirmation is received there 
is justification for regarding the Merr- 
katsfonteiu rumor as only an exagger- 
ti>d account of the Rodders-berg affair. 
At the same time, the extremest anxiety 
is felt. 

No further news has been received of 
lighting either at Woponer or in Natal. 

Boer reports seem to indicate that Lord 
Methuen is advancing 'from Boshof to- 
wards Hoopstnd. It is a bold and ap- 
parently a dangerous move, since, al- 
though it turns the right Hank of the 
Boer position at Brandfort, it puts Lord 
Metkuen's force between whatever gar- 
rison there may be at Blucmhof in the 
Transvaal, and the Brandfort force. 

The Boer commissioners at Naples do 
not conceal the fact that .they have no 
hopes of obtaining peace witli independ- 
ence, but they will endeavor to save their 
amour propro or to. secure a truce for 
further negotiations. Mr. Fischer says 
the present Boer strength at the front is 
IIS.OOO men. 

London, April 11.— The Durban cor- 
respondent or the Daily Telegraph tele- 
graphing Tuesday, April 10, says: "Our 
naval guns have commenced bombarding 
the Boer positions between Sunday's 
River and Biggarsberg. 

BOERS NEAR THEIR LIMIT. 

Impossible For Them to Continue Opera- 
tions When Roberts Puts His 
Army in Condition. 

Berlin. April 10. — The latest events in 
South Africa are interpreted as unfavor- 
able to Great Britain, but Gen. Von 
Becker in the Lokal Anzeiger says: 
"Evidently the Britisli will soon begin 
a concerted advance movement, render- 
ing it impossible for the Boers to com- 
municate with their forces within the 
inner lines. The principal danger for 
the British remains in. their extremely 
long npprovisionnient lines. It will be, 
however, next to impossible for the 
Boot's to continue movements in the open 
field when Lord Roberts moves, after 
putting his army in first-class condi- 
tion,"

American Scout Describes Tfoek 

Method of Effective Firing 

From Shelter. 


Clever Tactics Shown In Recent 
Trek When Cavalry Pursuit 
Looked For. 



London, Aivr.il 11.— A despatch to the 
Morning Post from Bloemfonteiu, •tole- 
giaphcd April -9, gives u description by 
F, It. Burnham, the American scout 
with Gen. ltoberts, of the Boer trek from 
Koornspruit. Mr. Burnhani says: 

•' Owing to a report that the British 
had occupied Brandfort and were mov- 
ing to Winburg, the coarse of the con- 
voy was altered; and the Boers pushed 
forward with increased speed towards 
Winburg. They expected cavalry pur- 
suit every hour, and the convoy was 
protected with the greatest care and 
subtlety, the .road taken being between 
kopjes held and evacuated in succession 
by rear guards. The trek proceeded 
throughout Sunday, and on Monday 
morning the convoy was ten miles from 
Winburg." 

.Mr. Burnham, explaining the Boer 
method of obtaining the range for rifles, 
says: " One man tired successive shots 
and watched .the dust raised by the bul- 
lets until accuracy was obtained, and 
then he communicated the range to his 
comrades." 

Mr. Burnham also mentioned the way 
in which work entrusted to men with 
tired horses i\vaa immediately taken up 
by others with .fresh animals if occasion 
offered, the newcomers being given the 
instructions and the range of the men 
whose places they took. 

He was also struck by the " extra- 
ordinary fulness of the instructions 
given by the commanders to the men 
before any movement was begun. These 
included information us to the route to 
he 'followed, £ho intention of the move- 
ments, and the different rendezvous in 
the case of either victory or defeat." 

Another thing that impressed him 
greatly was the " total .absence of lead- 
ing," in some instances every man hav- 
ing received instructions and carrying 
them out independently and as speedily 
as possible. 

COL. TLUMJiU'S ItEVERSE. 

Further Details of His Hot Engage- 
ment on the Confines of Mafeking. 

Buluwayo, Tuesday, April 3.— Col. 
Pluiuer engaged the Boers between 
Kainathlahama and Mafeking on March 
31. The Boers appeared in considerable 
force six miles from Mafeking, nnd to 
prevent being .outflanked on both sides 
Plainer had to withdraw on Ramath- 
lnbnnin, by retiring to his basis camp. 
The engagement lasted three hours and 
the retirement was well carried out in 
good order under a heavy fire. 

The above despatch is the British ver- 
sion of the affair, first announced on 
April 5 in a special despatch from 
Lorenzo Marques. 

Gaberones, Sunday, April 1. — Yester- 
day (Saturday) Col. I'luiuer, with 270 
noun ted and a few dismounted infantry 
and one Maxim gun, arrived at Ramnth- 
labama, where he left the dismounted 
men and proceeded along the railroad to 
within sight of Mafeking. The ad- 
vance guard, under Col. White, encoun- 
tered a large body of Boers, and almost 
simultaneously the left and the right 
flunks were attacked, and sharp fighting 
followed. The Boers were in crescent 
formation and outnumbered the British 
two to one, according to British informa- 
tion. They advanced with skill and 
stubbornness, and persistently endeav- 
ored to encircle the British. After 
holding his ground for an hour Col. 
Plumer retired, with the Boers slowly 
following him up. The fighting con- 
tinued throughout the ten miles of re- 
heat to Ramatnlabania. 



INDIAN FAMINE BELIEF. 

United States Navy Department Inter- 
ested in Forwarding Food Supplies. 

Washington, April 10.— The navy de- 
partment is doing all in its power to re- 
lievo the famine-stricken people of In- 
dia.

This action of the government may or 
may not have been the result of word 
received from Ottawa by the Lieutenant 
Governor. It was freely stated on the 
street yesterday that the Governor had 
been advised by the feberad authorities 
that it would be well to have an early 
session of the legislature or a dissolution 
and election. A representative of tin 
Colonist called at Government House for 
an interview with the Lieutcnnnt-Gover 
nor in respect to these rumors. The re- 
ception, contrasted with previous ones, 
might have led the interviewer to be- 
lieve Hint some word had been received 
from Ottawa by His Honor. Contrary 
to experience the Lieutenant-Governor 
could not be seen by the Colonist repre- 
sentative and when the private secretary 
was told of the mission he replied that 
the Governor would not make a state- 
ment in reference to the rumors. In 
faet he said Government House was ni 
the place to go for such news; it should 
be obtained from the Premier. This re- 
fusal to talk was "clinched" by the fur- 
ther announcement that the Governor 
would not give the Colonist any informa- 
tion anyway.

A CANADIAN BOY'S THICK. 

He Wrote to Lord Salisbury Asking for 
a Loan — But All Ho Got was n 
Good Spanking. 

Prom the New York . Commercial Advertiser 
"Well," he said, "you have nil road 
such stories a« that about the little boy 
who wrote to the Gorman Emperor ask- 
ing for old postage stumps for his collec- 
tion; and who received in answer a large 
envelope full of rare stamps. They are 
all very sweet stories anil they may be 
quite true, I don't know about that. But 
I know a true story about 11 boy in 
Canada who tried that game, and he'll 
never try it agaiu. 

"His parents were not pour, but be 
used to make pocket money by taking a 
'round' of newspapers, you know. He fell 
ill and got in debt to hits newsdealer some 
way. I don't remember — except that he 
■wrote to Lord Salisbury, asking for five I 
dollars, and enclosed a bill for the news- 
papers. He had been reading tlio.se 
stories about the German Emperor, I sup- 1 
pose. He should have had the money by 
return mail according to precedent, but it | 
didn't work out that way— quite. 

"Lord Salisbury's secretary prepared to 
investigate. He copied out the boy's let- 
ter and the newspaper bill carefully on 
the oilicial government foolscap, tied the 
two together with the official red tape— 
they don't use paper fasteners, you know 
■—and forwarded them to the Hon. 
.Joseph Chamberlain, who was visiting 
at the time with wife's relatives in New 
England, requesting that the documents 
be forwarded to the proper authorities 
for a report. Chamberlain's secretary 
Kent all the correspondence to the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor of Ontario with a simi- 
lar request. The secretary of the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor added his good word and 
passed it along to the Mayor of the town 
in which the boy lived. The Mayor for- 
warded the ease to the chief of police, 
and chief of police detailed an officer to 
make enquiries. Of course the boy's par- 
cuts -were most indignant, declared that 
the boy had no need of the money, and 
vented their indignation oh their son in 
the usual manner. The officer reported 
to the chief. The chief forwarded the 
report, with the original correspondence, 
to the Mayor. His secretary sent it to 
the Lieutenant-Governor, and I suppose 
1» went back finally to Lord Salisbury, 
or his secretary. Anyway, that boy got 
nothing out of it except a spanking. It's 
true. I saw the correspondence— the 
whole heap of it— in the Mayor's office." 



Sir: I have often admired in your 
leaders and elsewhere the staunch and 
patriotic way in which you have always j 
upheld British interests and the grandeur 
of the Empire. No truer 
bo pictured, almost realizing the motto: 
"My country right or -wrong." It is 
therefore only with sincere regret that I 
venture to differ with you in an article 
which appeared in Saturday's issue, end- 
ing in the sentence about Russia: "We 
believe that the possession of Constan- 
tinople is not worth the life of a single 
British sailor and when Kussiu gets 
ready to take it, she will find no British 
guns in her path." I remember that 
Lord Salisbury was "once betrayed into 
saying that many people felt needlessly 
with regard to Russia as of a bug-bear 
dangerous to our peace of mind; or words 
to that effect. 

Now, you are aware of the traditional 
legacy of Peter the Great, in a word, 
universal domination. You are aware of 
Napoleon's prophecy, "In fifty years (or 
was it. a hundred) Europe will be repub- 
lican or Cossack." You are aware of the 
far-reaching, encroaching nature of Rus- 
sia's acts, of her crafty underhand ways, 
by bluffing If possible, then cunningly re- 
treating, then if necessary open violence. 
What did she do with the treaty of Paris 
when she no longer feared the power to 
enforce it, France too soon withdraw- 
ing from the first Crimean war, when 
she had done enough for glory? Under 
what false pretences did she begin the last 
Turkish war? To liberate Bulgarians, 
tinder shield of the outcry made by Glad- 
stone of Turkish atrocities, when as a 
fact the Russian soldiers found a peo- 
ple more happy and civilized than them- 
selves. But by the patriotic step of 
Disraeli almost forcing the Dardanelles 
and threatening to bar the way by Brit- 
ish armed intervention, the Russian's 
way to Constantinople was stopped, and 
the treaty of Adrianople signed. But for 
this, I say,- much of Europe would be to- 
day at the mercy of this unscrupulous 
power. 

The gradual swallowing of a few 
Khanates in the heart of Asia might be 
of doubtful consequence and possibly was 
in the interest of civilization. But why 
does she want to intrigue in Persia, in 
Afghanistan? Why meddle in China, the 
Jiitsi and the last civilized, learned and 
scientific ages before Russia was thought 
of? Why not ameliorate the condition 
of her own people, abolish the knout and 
the salf mines of Siberia for political 
prisoners? Her territory is vast enough. 
But how has she treated the Finns? 

Without wishing to pass for a poli- 
tical prophet, I will venture to say it 
will be a sorry day for the nations of 
Europe if ever Russia gets Constan- 
tinople.

Sir: We have been asked repeatedly to- 
day about the letting of contracts for cast- 
iron waterplpes by our city council, owing 
to a notice on Campbell's bill board, which 
reads as follows: 

"Dead town. See Colonist'. What's the 
matter with our aldermen? For ?iri.l)3 give 
a contract to a Vancouver Arm, who pay 
no taxes or trade license. Are they adver- 
tising Victoria as a cheap town? Who 
pays their salary?" 
Tin' facts, briefly, are as follows: 
Tile purchasing agent called for tenders 
for 2,500 feet cast-iron water main, ten- 
derers to quote price per foot. Tills pipe Is 
not sold by manufacturers by the foot, but 
hy tile ton or fraction of a ton; conse- 
quently we quoted by the ton. Our price 
was $51.50 per ton, delivered. Our com- 
petitor's price was 50;<< cents per fiKit. We 
were Informed by the successful tenderer 
that Mr. Itaymur, water commissioner, told 
him In. would give him men to handle the 
pipe on Moss street, making a difference 
of 75 cents per ton, while we- figured with- 
out this help at $1.50 per ton. Had we 
been given the same help we would have 
been % of a cent per foot lower at 20 lbs. 
per foot. On looking closely into the mat- 
ter and taking the manufacturer's weight 
from one ton of pipe, It averages' 11) pounds 
per foot. We then got Mr. Itaymur. water 
commissioner. Mr. Topp, city engineer, and 
Mr. Northcott. purchasing agent, the com- 
mittee, to come and inspect this pipe, take 
the weights and mention the fact In their 
report, and by accepting our price the city 
would effect a saving of about $25. This 
they did not do, and consequently the coun- 
cil had no knowledge of this matter.

GOVERNMENT EXPEDITION ' 

May Go in Search of a Lost Isle in the 
Pacific Ocean. 

Honolulu, March 31.— Capt. Pond, of the 
United States steamship Iroquois, Is expect- 
ing to receive orders to go in search of lost 
Morell Island, 'n 'small dot on the Pacific 
which has been reported missing. Morell 
Island tuts been on the ocean charts since 
1825, but no report of Its having been seen 
has been made to the authorities at Wash- 
ington during the last seventy years. Now 
a positive report has reached the hydro- 
graphic office that the Island Is not in the 
place where It Is Indicated on the charts, 
and the Iroquois will probably be sent to 
make surveys and find out what has become 
of the bit of land. 

Capt. Buford, of the transport Grant, Is 
the man who settled the question of wheth- 
er there was any Island where Morell Isl- 
and ought to be, according to the maps. 
On Ids last trip from Manila the captain 
resolved to sail directly to the place where 
Morell Island was supposed to rise out of 
the sea. On February "It last the Grant 
steamed right over the spot In question. 
It was a clear day and land could have 
been sighted for twenty-five miles, but the 
lookouts on the Grant were not able to 
see any signs of the little Island for which 
navigators have been looking out for three- 
quarters of a century. Chief Officer Crans- 
key of the Grant made an official report to 
the hydrographlc office that Morell Island 
had ducked under the water, and the gov- 
ernment decided to settle the matter by 
exploring. Morell Island Is about 1,000 
miles from here, so that Capt. Pond will 
have quite a cruise If he makes the trip. 
Soundings will be made all over the region 
uud the hydrographlc office will be put lit 
possession of Information that will enable 
It to correct the charts. 

It has been suggested that Morell Island 
may have belonged to the class of Islands 
of volcanic origin, which suddenly emerge 
and as suddenly disappear. The Pacific 
ocean has furnished many such hits of tem- 
porary land, and It will not surprise geolo- 
gists If Capt. Pond reports that there Is 
deep water all over tin? spot where the lit- 
tle Island was marked on the charts at the 
beginning of the century.

THE WAR. 

A Pretoria despatch says thai Lord 
Mcfaucn is moving in the direction of 
Hoopstad, a town in the Free State close 
to the Transvaal frontier, and n little 
more than one-third of the way from 
Fourteen. Streams to Krooustadt. H 
is thus drawing nearer the right wing 
of the main Boer force. 

News from Mafekiug of the 27ult 
spoke of the approach of a relieving force 
from the south, and of sharp fighting, m 
which the advantage was with the be- 
sieged. Col. Plumor was less fortunate 
being compelled to retire before a super- 
ior force, but he did 80 without great loss 
considering the disadvantages with which 
he had to contend. 

A Lorenzo Marques despatch speaks of 
a iight at Dewetsdorp. in which our force 
lost 100 men killed and wounded and -1" 
prisoners. This is the first that has been 
heard of a fight at this point. Dewets- 
itorp is midway between Bioemfontein 
and Wcpener. The report of the battle 
should be received with caution. It will 
be recalled that a week or so ago a cir- 
cumstantial report came by way of Lor- 
enzo Marquea that Gatacre had been 
badly defeated at Springfontcin. In point 
of fact there had been no lighting there 

There has been two days' lighting at 
YVepener, and the final result is not an- 
nounced. If General Brabant is able to 
stand the enemy off he ought to receive 
prompt assistance from Lord Roberts or 
Cen. Gatacre. The latter is nearer him 
than the former. 

Active work has been resumed in Na- 
tal. The Biggaraberg range, which the 
enemy occupies, runs in a general direc- 
tion east and west across the iine of the 
railway from Ladysmith to Dundee. 
Sunday's River and Weasels'* Nek, from 
Which heavy cannonading is reported, 
are on the Ladysmjth side of the range. 
One report <;;iys that Gen. Buller has 
obtained control of u pass [brought the 
Drakensberg Mountains. This range 
separates Natal from the Free State, and 
if 'lie report is correct, he can send a 
poi-iion of bis force across the border at 
any time. This would be a movement of 
extreme importance and taken in con- 
nection with Methlien's movement from 
the west would immensely strengthen 
our position in the Free State. Conlir- 
malion of thits news will be awaited with 
interest. 

THE POLITICAL SITUATION. 

The political situation continues to be 
very unsettled. Neither the Vancouver 
I/ibernl convention nor the meeting of 
the Conservative Association in this city 
lias cleared the air in the slightest de- 
gree, except that there is now no longer 
any reason to suppose that Mr. Martin 
can count upon the support of the Lib- 
erals as a party. Another disturbing 
factor in the situation is the possible 
action of the federal authorities. We are 
not inclined to accept the many rumors 
which come from Ottawa in regard to the 
intentions of Sir Wilfrid Laurier, but 
I here may be more foundation for them 
thai; we think. The uncertainty as to 
tin; date of the election is another reason 
•why the public mind is disturbed, and the 
absence of any platform which meets 
public approval does not tend to allay 
the existing uneasiness, While we 
greaiiy regret the injury that is being 
done to the province by the delay in 

' bringing order out of chaw, there is some 
reason for satisfaction in the degree to 
which public feeling is being aroused. It 
has been a long time since the minds of 
the people have ever been so agitated on 
political matters as now, and this is by 

310 means an unhealthy condition. 

A QUERY FOirMltTMAKTIX. 

One of the principal points which Mr. 
Joseph Martin has mad.- during his 
speeches is based upon the alleged il- 
legality of the. grant of the land subsidy 
to the Crow's Nest Pass railway. We 
have information from.au authority that 
cannot be questioned to the effect that 
Mr. Martin, in his capacity as solicitor 
for tln> Canadian Pacific Railway' Com- 
pany, examined into the validity of this 
subsidy and that it was after be had 
gone into the question of title that the 
agreement was made between tile rail- 
way company and the Crow's Nest Pass; 



Coal Company for the transfer of a por- 
tion of the grant to the latter corpora- 
tion. In other words, Mr. Martin, as 
solicitor for the Canaiflun Pacific pro- 
nounced good the title, which he now 
seeks to impugn, and in regard to the 
alleged illegality of which he never wear- 
ies ot talking. 

We repeat that this statement is made 
upon the best possible authority. The 
fact stamps Mr. Martin as a deliberate 
deceiver either of Ids own clients or the 
public. If he is right now, be coild not 
have been right when he passed favor- 
ably upon the title as solicitor for the 
Canadian Pacific. If he was right then 
he la wrong now. Mr. Martin can ac- 
cept either horn of the dilemma, which 
he finds the more comfortable. In any 
case he stands utterly discredited before 
the people. 

REPRESENTATIVE 

GOVERNMENT. 

In connection with the reports wired 
from Ottawa, professing to give the 
views of the Laurier ministry on the 
political situation here, it may be men- 
tioned that while there is no doubt as 
to the power of the Lieutenant-Governor 
to appoint as members of the executive 
council persons who are not. at the 
time in the legislature, his doing so is 
directly in the face of the principles of 
representative government. Representa- 
tive government does not merely mean 
that the laws shall be made by a body- 
by the people's representatives, or in 
the people, but that the administration 
or the government shall be carried out 
by teh people's representative, or in 
Euglaud by those occupying hereditary 
representative positions. There is a dis- 
tinction between a member of the logis 
lature and other people. The voters 
make the difference. They give to cer- 
tain persons a representative capacity, 
aud while there are any individuals 
occupying representative positions, it is 
'.be bounden duty of the Lieutenant 
Governor to select his representatives 
from such people. If the house had 
been dissolved forthwith upon Mr. Mar- 
tin's appointment to the premiership, he 
would have been at liberty to select his 
colleagues where he could find them, 
provided always that he. appealed to the 
people for^watitication of his choice at 
the earliest possible day. Rut here we 
have a legislature representative of the 
people, and a government representative 
of nobody. This state of things has 
continued for six weeks and will un- 
doubtedly exist for some time longer 
No man with a grain of seuse will say 
that this' is representative government. 
This view of the case must not he lost 
sight, of, for if the Dominion govern 
ment takes any action in the premises it 
will probably be because, owing to the 
ext inordinary course followed by the 
Lieutenant-Governor in accepting the 
ministers nominated by Mr. Martin, 
British Columbia has been deprived of 
representative government. 

A SPEECH BY MR. HILL. 

-Mr. J. J. Hill, of the Great Northern, 
made a speech before the Seattle Cham 
Ler of Commerce on Saturday and while 
it has no reference in any way to Brit 
ish Columbia, he 'stated some facts that 
"'ill he of interest here, especially 
view of the fact thai \ye talk often of 
seeing Victoria become the headquarters 
■>( trans-Pacific trade. "Eight months 
ago," said Mr. Hill, "1 should have been 
rejoiced to have any steamboat peopli 
come here with vessels of 10,000 to 12, 
000 tons capacity; but we have found it 
necessary to order ships that will carry 
110,000 tons, or a measurement capacity 
of over 28,000 tons." He added that 
the deck-room in the steamers already or- 
dered will amount to live acres. To 
handle the cargoes of these ship<s will, he 
said, call for 1,000 to 1,500 cars, and 
the railway will need twenty-live miles 
of yard tracks to take care of the bus! 
ness of one of the steamers. This spaci 
is necessary because the vessels must 
have quick despatch, as it costs between 
$1,800 and $2,000 a day to run them. 

Mr. Hill gave some interesting statis- 
tics about terminal facilities, which will 
he a revelation to those who think we 
have a sufficient terminal for trans-Paci- 
fic commerce at the outer wharf, and if 
not, can make one in the inner harbor. 
The Great Northern's terminal tracks at 
Lake Superior are seventy miles long ami 
they handle 1,500 cars a day. Buffalo 
has 1,100 miles of terminal tracks, and 
yet, said Mr. Hill, there are times when 
Buffalo is stalled. Last fall Buffalo had 
to refuse to take any more freight, ami 
there were at that time six ships waiting 
to discharge, some of them having been 
waiting for more than a week. "People 
in the West do not know anything about 
despatch." said he. "At West Superior 
a 5,000-ton ship comes in the night load- 
ed with coal, and by the next night she 
is unloaded and is steaming away with 
T>,000 tons of grain." Vessels on the 
lakes insist on quick despatch in their 
charters, and absolutely refuse to go 
where they cannot gel it. But not only 
is a great extent of trackage necessary 
to handle goods at a seaport, but enor- 
mous warehouses as well, and this is 
where then; is a difference between sea- 
ports anil inland towns. In the latter 
the goods are hauled away from the 
cars, but in the former almost everything 
must be warehoused. 

Tlie reason why the most .improved fa* 
eilities must be provided on this Coast 
for Oriental trade is that our iransporta- 
lion companies doing business on the 
Pacific must be able to compete with tlie 



Suez route. Everything in the transpor- 
tation line, that is, in connection with in- 
ternational commerce, i* done on small 
margins. Nor is this true only of for- 
eign commerce, for Mr. Hill pointed out 
that, owing to the lack of facilities for 
handling goods th-uv. many shippers now 
always insist that their freight should be 
routed around and not through Chicago. 

Mr. Hill referred to the lumber busi- 
ness of the state of Washington, which 
be regards as its chief industry. The 
Great Northern now gives a rate from 
the ('oast to Lake Superior of 40 cents 
per hundred weight on lupibor. He says 
that the states between the Ohio river 
and the Rocky mountains use 10,000,- 
000,000 feet of soft wood lumber every 
year. Of this at present only about 10 
per cent, comes from the Pacific Coast. 
This gives some idea of the tremendous 
drain there is likely to be upon the for- 
ests of the state of Washington in the 
future, and lurnit-hes a slight idea of the 
enormous value which British Columbia 
forests are likely to possess before very 
long, and also that we will probably have 
the lion's share of the trans-Paeilic wood 
trade, which is likely in time to exceed 
that done across the Atlantic. 

We think it will be admitted that in 
these observations of Mr. Hill there is 
food for much thought, especially when 
we add that he does not take into ac- 
count the passenger traffic to be built 
up across the ocean. This is a depart- 
ment of transportation that stands quite 
apart from freight business. It is one 
for handling which British Columbia 
possesses natural facilities that cannot be 
rivalled.

JAPANESE EXCLUSION. 

Canada is not the only country that is 
disturbed over the question of Japanese 
competition. It is exciting keen interest 
in certain parts of the United States, 
more particularly in California, The 
Labor Council of San Francisco has 
adopted strong resolutions in regard to 
it. They demand "the total and per- 
petual exclusion from the United Slates 
of nil Japanese other than those accred- 
ited by their government on its diplo- 
matic staff." They declare this to he 
necessary if " the American standard of 
living " is to be preserved, and that tin 
apparent assimilation of Japanese t< 
Occidental methods of living only serve:, 
to make their competition more danger- 
ous. 

The immigration of Japanese hit 
America is certainly increasing with 
very great rapidity, and they are un- 
doubtedly a formidable factor in tin 
labor market. While it is very trm 
that they make a point of assimilating 
themselves to our manner of dress and 
to some extent our manner of living, the 
fact that only very few of them are mar- 
ried and raise families renders their 
perfect assimilation impossible. Herein 
there is a radical difference between tilt 
European and the Asiatic emigrant 
The former must carry with him tlie 
institution of a home, which means that 
he must have a wife and children, and 
lie it ever so humble, there's no plat 
like a home to determine the social 
status of a people. With the Oriental 
immigrant the case is quite different 
Smne of the Chinese bring their wives 
with them and raise families, but the 
great majority of them" do not. They 
have iio such thing as homes. 'A place 
where they may crawl in and sleep is 
to most of them all the habitation rt 
quired. There are exceptions, hut they 
are in the small minority. So with the 
Japanese; they tlo not think in the 
majority of cases of setting up homes 
for themselves. There is hardly such a 
thing as an emigration of Japanese 
women to provide wives for the thou 
amis of Japanese men who have come to 
America. Until there is something of 
the kind, it is idle to talk about the 
assimilation of Japanese to our manner 
of living. 

While this is true, there is another 
side to the question. Is there sufficient 
white labor available for the develop- 
ment of the country? Many people will 
answer this question in the affirmative 
and be surprised that it is asked. But 
what are the facts'.' In British Colum- 
bia there are many Japanese employed 
on farms. A gentleman whose business 
recently took him to nearly every farm 
house in an important farming section 
of the Island, expressed his surprise at 
the few white farm servants he found 
and tlie number of Japanese. It is 
doubtful if British Columbia can ever 
become anything like self-supporting in 
an agricultural sense unless some 
other labor than that of white people is 
available. Whether a tanner on Van- 
couver Island or in the Eraser Volley 
can compete with imported produce de- 
pends upon what it costs to raise that 
produce. Our farmers are competing 
with communities where labor is consid- 
erably cheaper than here. British Col- 
umbia cannot hope to become a manu- 
facturing province if labor is not avail- 
able at a lower rate than white men 
expect and receive here, and which in- 
deed they must have if they are t( 
maintain their present standard of liv- 
ing. While upon this point it may be 
well to say that all grades of white 
society in this province are extremely 
extravagant. They maintain a high 
standard of living, but not nearly as 
high a standard as they might for the 
same money, if the principles of domes- 
tic economy were understood here as in 
France, for example. But this ques- 
tion is too much involved to be more 
than referred to here. A certain stan- 
dard of living has been adopted by 
white working men, aud it is impossible 
for manufacturers to pay the wages 
necessary to maintain that standard and 
produce at a profit goods that come into 
competition with the products of locali- 
ties where labor is cheaper. Undoubtedly 
white labor is as a rule better thau 
Oriental labor. It is said that the ex-

periinent. of employing Japanese as sec- 
tion men on the transcontinental roads 
of the United States has not proved a 
success; but it is undoubtedly true that 
if ail the Orientals could be excluded 
from this province many industries 
w ould suffer temporarily. In time white 
labor would eome in and take its place, 
but we believe this would mean the 
general lowering of the rale of wages. 
We arc not sure that the presence of 
Oriental labor here to take the employ- 
ment that cannot afford to pay high 
prices docs not materially aid in keeping 
up the present standard of wages. 

There are so many sides to this sub- 
ject that no one can pretend to speak 
authoritatively upon it. It is a great 
and far-reuchiiig economic (mention, 
upon which there will be wide differ- 
ences or opinion. The Dominion parlia- 
ment is to be asked to deal with it, and 
very great interest will attach to the 
line of action which the government 
shall recommend. Hitherto the people 
of America have concerned themselves 
chiefly about what they were going to do 
with the Orient, and have lost sight of 
Hie almost equally important question: 
What is the Orient going to do with us? 
It is necessary to do something to pre- 
vent the advent of unlimited numbers 
of Orientals to our shores; but we 
must not lose sight of the fact that we 
are trying a great, experiment in the 
cultivation of closer relations with our 
neighbors across the ocean, and we 
may expect to be surprised lit some of 
the results.

Spring Assizes 
Are Cut Short 



Grand Jury Bring In "No Bll£ 
In the Sarel Libel 
Case, 



Reglna vs. Nichol to Come Be 
fore Mr. Justice Drake 
Later. 



This year's spring assizes will after 
all not include a trial of general public 
interest, although the result of Begina 
vs. Nichol, the action in which W. C. 
Nichol, editor of the Province is charged 
with libelling Messrs. Turner and Pooley, 
will be awaited with more or less eager- 
ness. This case has been before the 
courts so long— it has been tried once, 
the jury disagreeing— that the public 
have lost interest in the facts. The case 
which was expected to draw a crowd, 
ltegiua vs. Sarel, in \yjiieh the defendant 
was cliargod with libelling the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor, was abruptly brought to 
an end by the grand jury, who, after 
reading the article returned "no bill." 
They did not call any witnesses. 

As Mr. Justice Martin had In en en- 
gaged in the Nichol case before he was 
appointed to the bench, he preferred, as 
when the case was up before, not to hear 
it and consequently it was adjourned un- 
til April li'S, when it will come on before 
Mr. Justice Drake.. 

Therefore the only case left on tin- 
docket was that of Begina vs. Knox, in 
which Joseph Knox of the Craigtlower 
farm is charged with assaulting Mr. 
Webb, Government road boss by strik- 
ing him over the head with a nail ham- 
mer. It appears that there is a gravel 
pit on Mr. Knox's property from which 
the government take gravel for the roads 
in Esquimalt district. At times Mr. 
Knox was not altogether satisfied with 
the arrangement with the lands and 
works department and locked the- gate 
leading to the pit to prevent teams from 
entering. This was the case in January 
last when it is alleged the assault was 
committed. On the day in question Mr. 
Knox warned Mr. Webb not to take 
gravel from the pit, but the warning 
was not noticed, the road superintendent 
having orders from the department to 
take the gravel. Mr. Knox went there 
and while the wagon was being loaded 
nailed up the gate. Mr. Webb opened it 
to let the team out, and as he was clos- 
ing it was struck two blows with a ham- 
mer. 

These were the facts brought out in 
the evidence before a petty jury of which 
Mr. 1'. W. Dempster was foreman. Af- 
ter the evidence of several witnesses had 
been heard the ease was adjourned until 
Itl this morning. Mr. A. L. Belyea, 
K).C, appears for the crown and Mr. L. 
P. Duff for the' defence. 

As Mr. Belyea. representing the crown, 
intimated that there might be another 
case ready this morning the grand jury 
were not discharged. Yesterday after- 
noon they visited the public- institutions. 
The -officials last evening declined to 
state what the presumptive case was. 



Centennial Mock Parliament. — Ther 
will lie a meeting of tin.' Centennial mock 
parliament in the parlor of the Centennial 
church, Gorge road, to-night at S o'clock, 
when the government will bring down its 
much talked of bill abolishing all lotter- 
ies, including church rallies. Tin opposi- 
tion have declared war to the death and 
are confident of success: the government 
also arc very enthusiastic.

Murchaul and 
Davey; opposition — Messrs. Campbell, 
Nicholas, Seholetield and Stewart.

Profits By His FaKh in 
the Mines., 



Great Impetus to the Industry 
Expected When Present 
Plans Mature. 



Craiid Forks, April 5.— The enormous mln- 
oral wealth of the Boundary country that 
will soon bo flowing lu dividends Into the 
pockets of Investors was well Illustrated by 
a few figures given to-day by Jay P. 
CSruvcs, the well known mining man. Mr. 
Graves restricted himself to a consider- 
ation of the properties In which he Is Inter- 
ested. The announcement that the smelter 
rate at Grand Forks will be from $:i.50 to 
$1 per ton, and that there are $11, 51)0,000 
worth of ore In sight hi the Knob Hill 
above the tuuuel level, yielding a net pro- 
lit of $3.25 per ton, makes Interesting read- 
ing. Mr. Graves is a leading shareholder 
In the various mining enterprises promoted 
by the Miner-Graves syndicate. These 
comprise the Granby Consolidated Mining 
»V Smelting Co., the City of Paris Cold 
Mining Co., the Majestic Gold Mining Co., 
the Knob Hill Gold Mining Co., and the 
Old Ironsides Mining Co. Their total cap- 
italization is $0,100,000. Mr. Graves is 
vice-president and general manager of all 
these companies. 

••Dm- smelter," said he, "Is Hearing com- 
pletion. The work remaining is a mere 
matter of setting up parts of machinery, 
laying platforms, and building trestles pre- 
paratory to starting operations. We have 
recently removed our oftlecs from Grand 
Forks to new quarters at the smelter, and 
the laboratory, where assays arc made, has 
been occupied for several weeks. The gen- 
erators in the power house, which will sup- 
ply the electricity, only lack the wires 
tn lie connected with the motors at the re- 
duction works.

"The smelter Is supplied with two fur- 
naces 44x160, each with a capacity of 230 
ions everv twenty-four hours, n variable 
quantity, owlug to the quantity of dux to 
be used with the different character of ores 
that may be treated. 

"Wo are receiving ore from the City 
Paris mine In Central camp, and a roast 
heap, which will be llred some time In the 
next two weeks. Is now being built. Ore 
wlll also be received from the Knob Hill, 
Old Ironsides and Granby properties in 
Phoenix, as soon as a temporary trestle 
across the river Is finished. The trestle 
ought to be. ready within the next two 
weeks. It Is our purpose to start the roast- 
ing of ores as soon as they are received; 
this will have to be done whether the dam 
is delayed or not, and consequently we will 
. have ample reserves for the smelter when 
the furnaces are "blown In-" We shall no 
commodate prospectors and companies oper- 
ating in tills vicinity, thus securing for 
them the benefit of cheap treatment. 1 
tiling we will be able to take care of all 
the ore contiguous to Grand Forks. Judg- 
ing from the character of the ores that we 
have analyzed, a Houudary rate of $3.50 to 
$4 per Ion will be effective here. 

"There has been considerable comment re- 
specting the magnitude of the operatl 
of the various enterprises of which I 
the general manager," continued 
Graves. "Any success that may have been 
achieved thus far Is due to the generous 
mid unwavering financial support accorded 
by H. H. C. Miner, of Granby, Que. The 
various companies have come to be known 
us the enterprises of the Miner syndicate. 
Mr. Miner not only Invested himself but 
induced his friends to do likewise, and 
the abundant faith they displayed In the 
Boundary country, I trust, will soon be 
substantially rewarded. Mr. Miner had 
previously been connected with other 
tiimilar undertakings. 

"The principal ores to be treated at onr 
smelter will come from Phoenix. The last 
report of our superintendent showed $11,-

Denver, Colo., Saturday.— In 1800 F. Aug- 
ust Helnze, of New Yotk, made an unpre- 
tentious debut In the mining world at 
Butte, Mont. Ills subsequent elevation to 
the top notch has been as sensational as 
any recorded In the annals of mining oper- 
ations. Helnze is now about thirty-four 
years of age, short of stature and heavy 
set, with a smooth face and boyish east of 
countenance, and possesses the determin- 
ed and aggressive disposition of the suc- 
cessful plunger and gambler. 

He first went to work underground as an 
engineer for the Boston ami Montana Cop- 
per Mining Company, at a salary of $5 
a day. He soon became known throughout 
the camp as the "dude miner," for his 
Style was a wide departure from the usual 
customs of a mining camp, he coming out 
of the mine after his day's shift and chang- 
ing from his "digging clothes" to a dresa 
suit, In which he Invariably appeared for 
dinner. He had more or less money of his 
own outside of his wages, and took up the 
work In the mine for the purpose of gain- 
ing practical experience and studying the 
general situation. He had neither the- 
oretical nor practical knowledge of mining 
when he struck Butte, but continued in the 
employ of the Boston and Montana com- 
pany for about two years, when he return- 
ed to New York City. 

He had two brothers In New York. Arthur 
and Otto, and at about the time lie return- 
ed to the Fast their grandmother died and 
left each of the boys $50,000. AugUJt Im- 
proved the opportunity of going to Ger- 
many, where he took a technical course of 
about two years In one of the leading 
schools of mineralogy, and returned to Now 
York prepared to enter actively Into busi- 
ness as a mining operator.

Bitter litigation soon followed with Murray 
over the Estella lease, Murray claiming 
a violation of contract, which provided 
for the payment of twenty-five per cent,

Helnze also secured a number of other 
profitable leases. Phenomenal luck seemed 
to follow him In every venture. He finally 
bought a controlling Interest la the Barus 
mine, which he was leasing, for $220,000. 
This wns In the heart of the copper dis- 
trict. Other Interests were gathered to- 
gether by purchasing In small amounts, 
lie also leased the Glengarry claim, and 
developed It in connection with the Rnrus, 
merging the workings into one general 
system UUd treating the ore from both 
at his smelter, besides doing custom work. 

In 1803 he was attracted to British Col- 
umbia, where be secured large concessions 
of land, built a smelter at Trail City and 
constructed a narrow gauge railroad from 
the Columbia river at Trail City to ltoss- 
land, eighteen miles Inland. The mining 
excitement In British Columbia was at Its 
height, the Be Uol mine, owned by Spo- 
kane parties, being the heaviest producer. 
George Turner, a lawyer of Spokane, but 
now United States senator from Washing- 
ton, managed the Be Hoi', and succeeded 
In making a million or more dollars out of 
the property. Trouble arose among the 
holders, and Helnze gave Turned $50,000 
with which to secure control of the 
stock, with an agreement that Turner 
should give Helnze a two years' contract 
to treat the output of the mine, about two 
hundred tons per day, at $11 per ton, the 
ore to he hauled over Helnze's narrow 
gauge road. 

The big rush to that district proved most 
profitable to the Trull road, and Heluy.o 
constructed branches to his road In various 
directions. His power was growing too 
much to suit the Canadian 1'acltlc officials, 
who threatened to parallel his line. With- 
in two years of the time he went to Brit- 
ish Columbia, Helnze sold his smelter and 
railroad Interests to the Canadian l'aclllc 
for $1,200,000, reserving to himself his con- 
cessions of about three hundred thousand 
acres of mlucral and agricultural lands. 

Upon Helnze's return to Butte two years 
ago litigation was started there against 
him by the boston and Montana, the Butte 
and Boston, and the Anaconda Copper 
Mining companies, .which were practically 
controlled by the same people or "the Mar- 
cus Daly Interests." The litigation was 
started by the Butte and Boston company 
Instituting suit against Helnze for $130,000 
damages for ore alleged to have been ex- 
tracted from the Michael Davltt claim 
through the workings on the Uarus. This 
was followed by a suit for $500,000 by the 
Boston and Montana company for un- 
claimed to have been tak"ii from the Penn- 
sylvania claim through Hie Uarus. Helnze 
t lion tiled suit against the Boston mid Mon- 
tana company for over $2,000,000 for ore 
alleged to have been taken from the Barus 
through the lower workings of the Moun- 
tain View. Suit after suit wns soon piled 
up on every conceivable pretext, until there 
are now nearly sixty different suits pending 
between these parties In the state courts 
Of Montnnn and the United States courts. 

When the legal warfare started between 
the Boston and Montana and Butte and 
Boston on the one side, and the Montana 
Ore Purchasing Company and F. A. Helnze 
011 the other, Helnze summoned his brother, 
who Is a lawyer, and had one year spent. In 
Investigating the mining titles on the Butte 
mountain. A state of affairs, as respects 
overlapping claims and legal titles, was 
discovered that could have existed under so 
much of value nowhere else in the world. 
Among other things It was discovered Hint 
the richest mine of the Boston and Mon- 
tana, the famous Comanche, had by the 
records an Imperfect title. This mine was 
made up of two claims, the Dayton and the 
Comanche, one overlapping the other, the 
Dayton being rather on the north side. 
When the Boston anil Montana bought the 
Comanche It was supposed to Include the 
Dayton claim, which covered about 0110- 
b'nlf the Comanche ore chute.

WHAT SIR CHARLES SAID. 

The Opposition" Leader Is 'Against 
Preferential Trade and Purlia- , 
mentary Federation. 



The speech of Sir Charles Tupper at 
the Garrison Club banquet in Quebec 
continues to be lite subject of general 
discussion and comment. The Quebec 
Chronicle published a full report of the 
speech, extracts from which are here 
appended. 

" lu regard to British trade," said 
Sir Charles, " there has been a betrayal 
by the government of the most important 
interest in the whole Dominion of Can- 
ada—of the great agricultural popula- 
tion — by its course in reference to the 
question of preferential trade. Sir Wil- 
frid liiul given Great Britain a prefer- 
ence in Canada, and lie said to the 
people of Great Britain: ' Wo give you 
this as a free gift. AVc do not want 
nnything in return. You cannot give 
us anything without adopting the prin- 
ciple of protection, which bus been 11 
curse in Canada, and will be a curse to 
.miu.' Thus the man who was solemnly 
pledged lo secure a preference for us 
killed tlie proposal so far as lie was able 
to do so." 

AS TO FEDERATION. 
' On the subject of Imperial federation 
Sir Charles said: " I was a member of 
the Imperial Federation League, and 
when 1 found that a number of active 
spirits in that league were young men. 
without a great deal of experience, 
whose great aim it was to compel the 
colonies and outlying portions of the 
Empire lo make direct contributions to 
«' army ami navy of Britain, 1 opposed 
fit policy on the ground that, in my 
.judgment, it would break up the Em- 
pire. • * * I showed what had been 
spent upon our militia system, and I 
said that, under these circumstances, the 
imposition of an Imperial tax upon 
Camilla for tlie army ami navy of Great 
Britain wonild, in my judgment, be a 
great mistake. 

"I said. 'What we have done in tlie 
past is a guarantee of what we will do 
in the future. You must leave it to the 
Independent judgment of the people of 
Canada /mil to the spirit of the people 
of Canada to come to your aid when- 
ever and however they think it is neces- 
sary. They say that I broke up the 
league by taking that position. If so. 
I 11111 proud of it. 

WHAT IT MEANS. 
" Parliamentary federation means the 
adoption of tin Imperial parliament in 
London to control the affairs of the 
Empire. Tlie representation in that 
body must be based upon population. If 
based upon population, the moment it 
takes place every man in Canada will 
stand exactly in the position with refer- 
ence to taxation as if he were in London 
or in any other part of the Empire. Y\ e 
equal about one-seventh of tlie popula- 
tion of (Jreal Britain. Does Sir Wil- 
frid Lnurier know what it would mean 
to tax tlie people, of Canada as under 
those cireumstar.ccs they would he 
taxed? Government at Ottawa would 
disappear and the functions discharged 
tin-re would be exercised at St. 
Stephen's. 

'■ What do you suppose would he our 
share of the cost of the army and navy- 
No less than §40,000,000 a year would 
be liie amount of Canada's contribution, 
because that is one-seventh of what the 
service costs. Every man in Canada, 
Conservative or Liberal, who has a 
head upon his shoulders knows that 
the moment this policy is adopted you 
remove tlie government of Canada, now 
as independent and free as air, and 
place it, so far as taxation is concerned, 
under the control of the parliament in 
London, in which you would be repre- 
sented according to population. * * * 
No power on earth outside of our own 
parliament should have the right to levy 
a dollar of taxation on the people of 
Canada. It is for us to judge when 
tlie necessity and the occasion demand 
thai we should come to the front."

The Budget 



Mr. Davin's Extraordinary Story 
of a Dominion Official's 
Political Mission. 

Sir Richard Cartwrlght's Poo 
Health— Campaign Litera- 
ture for Hansard. 



Prow Our Own Correspondent. 

Ottawa, March 31.— This lias been a 
weelt of talk rather than work in the 
House of Commons, but it is rather to 
be expected when the budget is under 
consideration. There was no arrange- 
ment to continue the budget debate from 
day to day, so that this week there have 
only been three government days — Tues- 
day, Thursday and yesterday— on which 
the budget could he considered, and at 
the present rate of progress it will likely 
be Easter before the committee stage 
of ways and means Is reached. Four 
speakers— two leaders on each side — each 
spoke four hours, so that this week's 
average hns only been about two 
speeches a day. After the leaders have 
finished there is little for the back bench 
men to exploit, but all the same the 
talking will go on. One of the remark- 
able contrasts of the week was Sir 
Richard Cartwright as opposed to Sir 
Charles Tupper, It is painfully appar- 
ent how much the " Knight of the Rue- 
ful Countenance" has failed; while on 
the other hand Sir Charles Tupper is as 
vigorous in intellect and as sprightly in 
his walk as a man of forty. Poor Sir 
Richard has been altogether q back 
number since the Laurier government 
took ofllcc. He was given a portfolio 
which is a. sinecure, and spends very 
little time at Ottawa during the recess. 
He is a great martyr to rheumatism, and 
both sides of the house deeply sympa- 
thized with him on Tuesday and "Wed- 
nesday, when, under a sense oJ public 
duty, ho spoke for hours, although suffer- 
ing great physical agony. 

Sir Charles Tupper clearly defined 
what the policy of the Conservative 
party is, in contradistinction to that of 
the government. The line of cleavage 
bad been alluded to by Mr. Foster 
earlier in the week, but it remained for 
Sir Charles to emphasize the difference 
in the polities of the two parties. He 
said the most vital question before the 
people of Canada to-day was that of 
inter-Imperial preferential trade, such a 
system as would give Canada and the 
other colonies un advantage in the mar- 
kets of Great Britain. The idea of the 
Conservatives was that this was a mat- 
ter of business; that it would help to 
make closer the union of the Empire, 
and if it were right for Canada to give 
England a preference, it. was equally 
proper for England to give Canada a 
preference. "The Conservatives," said 
Sir Charles, " take their stand on the 
principle of protection. We are pre- 
pared to protect the great industries of 
this country, and we couple with that 
our belief that no boon can be given to 
the agriculturists of Canada compared 
to the imposition of a duty on the pro- 
ducts of foreign countries going into tf\e 
British markets, which we advocate. ' 
On that issue they were prepared to give 
battle to honorable gentlemen opposite 
at any moment they may choose to 
reiect. Sir Charles astonished every- 
body by the fluency and cogency of his 
arguments and the vigorous manner in 
which he addressed the house. Even 
his worst opponents admit that he shows 
wonderful vigor, and if his health be 
spared for another year he will put up 
a light at the next general elections 
which will astonish ihe country. Mr. 
I'aterson, the minister of customs, the 
" Big Thunder " of the house, was the 
speaker last night. He required three 
desks to assist him in emphasizing his 
points, and pounded them so vigorously 
that he actually made his hands bleed. 

Mr. Daviu called the attention of the 
house to an extraordinary condition of 
affairs this week. After the death of 
Mr. A. M. Burgess, Mr. Sifton brought 
down to Ottawa as Dominion lands 
commissioner a friend of his, Mr. J. 6. 
Turriff. Personally Mr. Turriff is a 
very nice gentleman, but bis appoint- 
ment, coming from the quarter which 
it did, shows that be is an ardent Lib- 
eral, and from what Mr. Davin said 
there is no shadow of doubt but that 
Mr. Turriff, while Dominion lands com- 
missioner, h;is been engaged in political 
work for the Liberal party. This is a 
heinous offence on the part of a Con- 
servative, but it seems to be regarded as 
a virtue among the Liberals. 

It appears that some months ago Mr. 
Edgar Chapped came from the North- 
west to Ottawa and was taken in hand 
by Mr. Turriff. That gentleman intro- 
duced Mr. Chapped to Mr. Sifton, and 
from the documents in Mr. Davin's pos- 
session the inference is obvious. Chap- 
pell was sent to the Northwest just be- 
fore the Manitoba elections took place, 
and was conveniently located so that he 
could easily move into Manitoba to 
carry on the electoral and machine work 
which his party friends desired him to 
perform. One of the tasks was to look 
after the organization for the Liberals 
in certain portions of Manitoba, and the 
memoranda which Mr. Davin read as to 
Mr. Chappell's operations made most 
interesting information for the house. 
According to the testimony of Mr. D. 
M. Kelly it appears that Chapped sug- 
gested that one way to knock out the 
Winnipeg Tories would be to put laud- 
anum or laudanum capsules in the liquor 
which would be supplied ,to them. Mr. 
• Davin read three letters from Mr. Tur- 
riff to Chapped, showing the connect ion' 
of the Dominion lands commissioner 
with the Grit machine. Mr. Sutherland 
t-poke of the documents which Mr. 
Davin produced as "trash," hut this 



airy disposal of the scandal will not be 
accepted, and though in the house the 
government may meet important state- 
ments of the kind given by Mr. Daviu 
in such a flippant manner, the country 
will hold them to strict account. 

According to the statement of the 
Finance Minister the other day, it is 
obvious that there must have been a 
diminution in the commission to country 
postmasters since the penny postage 
went into effect. The revenue has de- 
creased, and as the country postmasters 
are paid on the basis of the business 
transacted at their offices, the loss must 
be felt by them. Air. Kosamond, an 
Ontario member, the other day asked if 
it was the intention of the government 
to increase the remuneration which the 
postmasters receive, bat Mr. Mulock 
was not disposed to give a favorable 
answer to this question. 

It has become the practice of the 
Liberals to load up Hansard with a lot 
of information which is to constitute 
campaign literature in the near future. 
The Conservatives have followed suit in 
asking similar questions, but the differ- 
ence of treatment of the two parties is 
most marked. If a Liberal questions 
the government he gets his answer; if 
it he a Conservative he is told to " move 
for a return." One day Dr. Montague 
suggested that Mr. McMillan be re- 
quested to move for a return regarding 
some exports he was asking about. The 
minister of customs was anxious to get 
his reply on Hansard and told Dr. Mon- 
tague that he had the information in 
condensed form. A few minutes later 
Mr. Clarke of Toronto asked informa- 
tion from the minister of customs and 
was told to make a motion for a return. 
The ironical cheers from the opposition 
made Mr. Patcrson blush. 

The minister of finance gave some in- 
teresting information to the house dur- 
ing the week on the subject of the gov- 
ernment's banking business in the 
Yukon. He explained that the Cana- 
dian Bank of Commerce does the whole 
work for the government in the Yukon 
district as regards the collection of the 
government royalties and transaction of 
the government's ordinary business in 
the district. The arrangement is for 
sue year from the date of the opening 
of the bank at Dawson City, and there- 
after until terminated at the will of 
either party on six months' notice to 
the other. The compensation to be paid 
to the bank is at the discretion of the 
minister of finance. No amount has 
been [laid to the bank for its services, 
but parliament is to be asked in the 
supplementary estimates to vote a sum 
of money for this purpose.

THE CANADIANS ADMIRED. 

Infantry Contingent Subject of Praise 
by All Visitors to Roberts' Head- 
quarters. 

Toronto, April 10.— The Globe's corre- 
spondent with the first Canadian contin- 
gent cables from Bloemfonteln upder the 
date of April 7: 

"The Canadians returned on Friday from 
a second demonstration eastwards. They 
started on Wednesday on an hour's notice 
and marched to RUetfonteln farm, ll! miles 
to the southeast. On Thursday the divi- 
sion advanced out on a strong position but 
found no trace of the enemy and returned 
the next day. 

"Private W. J. Vonderwater, Queen's 
Own Ulllen. wounded at I'aanleberg on 
February 18, and P. N. line, 48tli Battalion, 
who is sick, are to go to Netlcy hospital." 

The evening Telegram's London corre- 
spondent cables the following: "A. Conan 
Doyle, In an article In the Friend of the 
Free Htate, the newspaper established by 
the correspondents at Bloemfonteln, de- 
scribes the men of Gen. Smlth-Dorrlen's 
brigade, In which is the Royal Canadian 
regiment. 'These men,' he Rays, 'are taller' 
anil sturdier than infantry of the line. They 
are grim, solid men, straight as poplars, 
and wear a maple leaf upon their shoulder 
straps, and the British brigade Is glad 
enough to have these maple leaves beside 
them, for the Canadians are the men of 
Paardeberg.' "

The London Gazette publishes the follow- 
ing despatch from Lord Methuen forward- 
ed to the war of lice by Lord ltoberts: 

Madder River Oanip, February 10. 

Sir: 1 have the honor to Inform you that 
any further advance by the railway was 
out of the question, owing to the large 
kopjes on either side, which bud been 
strongly entrenched. Besides, there was 
not sufficient water by that route to Kim- 
berlej. 

Anticipating my possible advaace along 
the Modder river, the enemy bad entrench- 
ed a very strong position running north- 
west. 

Tbe northern portion of the position con- 
sists of a kopje about three miles long, 
the southern end terminating In u high 
wall which Ik the key to the position. From 
the south end of tills kopje an uaderfeat ore, 
covered with low bush, extends about live 
miles to the .Modder river. This portion 
of the position was also entrenched. 

So long as tills kopje, named .Magersfon- 
tein, remained in possession of the eueiyy, 
I did not feel justified with my small force 
In marching up the Modder river, for my 
line of communication would have been 
In danger, and my transport could only 
carry live days' provisions. Had I inarched 
round by Jncobsdal to Brown's Drift I 
should have had to fight my way across 
the river in the fact of a mobile force con- 
sisting of 10,000 men. 

Had I elected to light my way through 
the bushy ground, with small slope be- 
tween Magersfontein and the Modder river, 
I should have Incurred very lienvy loss, and 
in addition, to the guns not being able to 
render me very great assistance, they would 
run a good chance of being captured. 

In any case I had to be prepared for a 
second heavy action at Spytfonteln, and a 
blow dealt to the enemys' centre at .Magers- 
fontein would render any future tight nt 
Spytfonteln easier than any success on their 
left think could have done. 

The reconnaissance work had been ex- 
tremely difficult on account of tbe- large 
amount of wire between the two rivers, 
whilst on the north side of the Modder, 
owing to the enemy's entrenchments, the 
cavalry had not been able to advance any 
great distance. 

My orders were 

TO RULIKVE KIMBE1U.EY, 
and the longer I remained Inactive the 
stronger the enemy Mould become in my 
front. Therefore on the day my last re- 
inforcement arrived I decided to continue 
my advance to Klmberley and attack the 
Majesfonteln kopje. 

With this iiuriio.se I gave orders for the 
kopje to he bombarded from 4:50 p.m. to 
0:40 on the 10th of December, with all my 
gnus, Including the naval 4-7-Inch. 

At daybreak on the 11th December the 

inthern end of the kopje was to be as- 

tulted by the Highland Brigade, supported 
by all the guns, their right and rear be- 
ing protected by the Guards' Brigade. 

fudging from the mornl effect produced 
by the guns In my three previous netlous, 
and the additional anticipated effect of 
lyddite, I expected great destruction of life 
lu tbe trenches, and a considerable demor- 
alizing effect on the enemy's nerves, there- 
by Indirectly assisting the attack at day- 
break. 

In accordance with the orders Issued, of 
which I attach a copy, the artillery, on the 
10th tired with accuracy and effect on the 
kopje anil the trenches at the foot from 
4:30 p.m. to 0:4 p.m. 5 

The night march was ordered for 12:110 
a.m., the bearings and distance having been 
acsertalned at great personal risk by Major 
Benson, Royal Artillery, my deputy assist- 
ant adjutant-general (A). The distance Is 
two and a half miles, and daybreak was due 
at ft:23 a.m. 

About half an hour after the Highland 
Brigade marched off It came on to pour, a 
heavy thunderstorm accompanying the rain. 
The downpour lasted until daybreak. 

The brigade was led .with perfect accur- 
acy to the point of assault by Major Bon- 
son. The advaace was slow, even for a 
night inarch. Major Benson, with a com- 
pass In each hand, had frequently to halt 
on account of the lightning and rides af- 
fect lug the compasses. 

I may remark that two rltles 

WEST OFF BY ACCIDENT 
before the march commenced, and It Is pret- 
ty clear Hashes from a lantern gave the 
enemy timely notice of the march. 

Before moving off Major-Qcnernl Watl- 
ehope explained all he Intended to do and 
the particular part each battalion of his 
brigade was to play 111 the scheme. Namely, 
that he Intended to march direct on the 
southwest spur of the kopje, and on arrival 
near the objective before daybreak, the 
Black Watch were to move to the east of 
the kopje, where he believed the enemy 
to be posted under shelter, whilst the Sea- 
forth Highlanders were to march straight 
to the southeast point of the kopje, with 
the Argyll and Sutherland Highlanders pro- 
longing the line to the left, the Highland 
Light Infantry to be In reserve until the 
action was developed. 

The brigade was to inarch In mass of 
quarter-columns, the four battalions keep- 
ing touch, and. If necessary, ropes were to 
be used for the left guides: these ropes 
were tuken; but I believe used by only two 
battalions. 

Tbe three battalions were to extend Just 
before daybreak, two companies In firing 
line, two companies In support, and four 
companies in reserve, all at live paces In- 
terval between them. 

WHAT HAPPENED 
was as follows: Not finding any signs ot 
the enemy on the right Hank just before 
daybreak, which took place at 1 a.m., as 
the brigade was approaching the foot of the 
kopje, Major-General Wauehope gave the 
order for the BInck Watch to extend, but 
to direct Its advance on the spur In front, 
the Sen forth Highlanders- t« prolong to the 
left, the Argyll and Sutherland, Highlanders 
to prolong to the right, the Highland Light 
Infantry in reserve. Five minutes earlh'r 
(the kopje looming In the distance), Major 
Benson had asked Mjijor-Oenernl Wauehope 
if he did not consider It to be time to de- 
ploy. Lieutenant-Colonel Hughes-Hnllett 
states that the extension could have taken 
place 200 yards sooner, but the leading bat- 
talion got thrown Into confusion in the 
dark by a very thick bit of bush about 20 
to :!0 yards long. The Seaforth Highland- 
ers went round this bush to the rfght, and 
had Just got Into Its original position be- 
hind the Black Watch when the order to ex- 
tend was given by Mnjor-Genern] Wau- 
ehope to the Black 'WatohlVThe' Seaforth 
Highlanders and tw'o companies of the; Ar- 
gyll and Sutherland Highlanders were also 
moving out, and were in the net of extend- 
ing when suddenly a heavy fire was pour- 



ed In by the enemy, most of the bullets go- 
ing over the men. 

Llcuteunut-Oolonel Hughes-Hallett ut 
once ordered the Seafortbs to fix bayonets 
and charge the position. 

Tbe officers commanding the other bat- 
talions acted In a similar maimer. At this 
moment someone gave the word 

"HKTIRE." 
Part of the Black Watch then rushed back 
through the ranks of the Senforths. Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Hallett ordered his men to 
halt and lie down, and not to retire. It was 
now becoming quite light, and some of the 
Black. Watch were a little lu front, to the 
left of the Seafortbs. 

The artillery, advancing to the support 
of the attack, had opened lire from the time 
It wuh light enough to eee. 

No orders having been received by the 
ctieafortus, the commanding officer advanced 
the leading units to try anil reach thu 
trenches, which were about 400 voids off; 
but the officers and half the men fell before 
a very heavy fire, which opened as soon 
as the men moved. About ten minutes 
later the Seafortbs tried another rush, with 
the same result. Colonel Hughes-Hallett 
then considered It best to remain where he 
was till orders came. 

Meanwhile the Oth Lancers, the 12th 
Lancers, the "G" Battery, Hoyul Horse 
Artillery, and Mounted Infantry were work- 
ing on the right Hank. 

At 12 midnight on the loth the 12th Lan- 
cers and Guards marched from camp, the 
former to Join the Cavalry Brigade, the 
latter to protect ' the rear mid right. of the 
Highland Brigade. Considering tbe night, 
it does Major-General Sir Henry Colvllle 
Immense credit that be carried out his 
orders to. the letter, as did Major-Genoral 
Ba£>lngton, 

A heavy fire was maintained the whole 
morning. The Guards' Brigade held a 
front of about Vy t miles. Tbe Yorkshire 
Light Infantry protected my right Hunk 
with five companies, three companies being 
left lit ll drift. 

Capt. Jones, Royal Engineers, and Lieu- 
tenant Grnbb were with the balloon sec- 
tion, and gave uie valuable Information 
during the day. I learnt from this source, 
at about 12 noon, that the enemy were re- 
ceiving large reinforcements from Abuts- 
dam and Spytfonteln. 

THE ENEMY HELD THEIR OWN 
on I his part of the Held, for the under- 
feature was strongly entrenched, concealed 
by small bushes, mid on slight undulations. 

At 12 noon I ordered the battalion of 
"Gordons,'' which was with the supply col- 
umn, to support the Highland Brigade. 
The trenches, even after tbe bombardment 
by lyddite and shrapnel since daybreak, 
were too strongly held to be cleared. 

The Gordons advanced in separate half 
battalions, and though the attack could 
not be carried home, the battalion did 
splendid work throughout the day. 

At 1 p.m., the Seaforth Highlanders 
found themselves exposed to a heavy cross- 
lire, the enemy trying to get round to the 
right. The commanding officer brought Ills 
left forward. An order to retire was 
given, and It was at this time thai, the 
greater part of the. casualties occurred. 
The retirement continued for 000 yards, 
ami tbe Highlanders remained there till 
dusk, Lieutenant-Colonel Downman. com- 
manding the Gordons, gave the order to 
retire, because he found his position unten- 
able, so soon as the Seaforth Highlanders 
made their turning movement to the right. 

Tills was an unfortunate retirement, for 
Colonel Hughes-Hallett had received in- 
structions from me to remain lu position 
until dusk, and tbe enemy were an this 
time quitting the trenches by tens and 
twenties. 

I have made use of Lieutenant-Colonel 
Huglies-Hallett's report (the acting brig- 
adier) for the description of the part the 
Highland Brigade took In the action. 

MAJOR-GENERAL V\* A IJCHOPE 
told me, when 1 asked llllU the question, 
on the evening of the 10th, that he quite 
understood his orders, anil made no further 
remark. lie died at the head of the brig- 
ade in which his name will always remain 
honored and respected, ills high military 
reputation and attainments disarm all 
criticism. Every soldier lu ray division de- 
plores the loss of a line soldier and true 
comrade. 

The attack failed. The Inclement weath- 
er was against success. Tbe men In the 
Highland Brigade were ready enough to 
rally, but the paucity of officers and non- 
commissioned officers rendered this no ei'sy 
mutter. I attach no blame to this splen- 
did brigade. From noon until dark I held 
my own opposite to the enemy's entrench- 
ments. 

"(I" Battery, Roynl Horse Artillery, 
fired hard till dark, expending nearly 200 
rounds ner gun. 

Nothing could exceed the conduct of the 
troops from the time of the failure of the 
attack at daybreak. There was not the 
slightest confusion, though the tight was 
carried on under ns hard conditions ns one 
can Imagine, for the men had been on the 
move from midnight, anil were suffering 
terribly from thirst. At 7:1.1 p.m. lighting 
ceased, the Highland Brigade formed up 
under cover, tbe Guards Brigade held 
my front, the- Yorkshire Light Infantry se- 
cured my right flank, the cavalry and guns 
were drawn In to behind the Infantry. 

The men carried half ration, they had 
half ration given them by the supply col- 
umn, and they had a lot of rum served out, 
as well as a gooil supply of water. 

I decided that If I found the trenches 
vacated In the morning I would advance 
to Brown's Drift, occupying Magersfontein 
kopje; If, on the contrary, the entrench- 
ments were still occupied. 1 would retire 
slowlv to this place. The wounded I sent 
during tbe night to tbe rear, and also the 
supply column. 

In the morning I found tbe trenches still 
occupied, and, although. MaJor-Generai Sir 
H. Colvllle expressed bis opinion that It 
would be advisable to hold on. I found, af- 
ter going over the position with the sen- 
ior officers of my force, there was a con- 
currence of opinion that my Judgment was 
sound, and a retirement advisable. 

I retired in excellent order at 12 noon. 
Sir II. Colvllle, with the Guards, cavalry 
and artillery, covering the retirement. 
About 300 of the Gordons volunteered to 
act ns stretcher bearers to carry back 
the wounded to camp. There were only 
two casualties during the retirement.

For all that Victoria is an ultra-En- 
glish town and patriotic to the core, there 
are many here who still harbor in their 
heart* ail unspoken belief that the lioers 
are after all. and although they must be 
beaten by the armies of the Queen, a 
brave and soldierly nation of men, light- 
ing for what they believe to he their 
rights nnd liberties. To any holding 
such opiuious it is only necessary now 
to present the budget of letters that came 
direct from the front by Monday even- 
ing's long-watched-for mail— the evidence 
ct our own boys on the subject, and tes- 
timony alas too often sealed with their 
life's blood. . 

The world has heard ere this of the 
cowardly I rick of the Boers in holding 
up their* hands or even raising the white 
Hag, and then firing beneath the cover of 
the cloak of truce. These letters tell, 
however, of far more that stamps the 
Boer as savage rather than soldier— an 
enemy deserving of no sympathy and no 
consideration in the conflict now being 
waged. , , 

There is one character Britain s sol- 
diers through centuries have borne— they 
are never known not to light fair. The 
Boers, on the other hand, have shown 
the coward's tactics in more cases than 
one, and if after reading the stories print- 
ed below, written home by Victoria lad* 
who are bearing their part in the sweat- 
ing, blistering, parched batteliield— of 
wounded men shot while lying down to 
die; of stretcher-bearers picked off by 
sharpshooters, as unarmed, they pursued 
their mission of mercy; of limbs and 
bodies torn by the forbidden and barbar- 
ous dum-duni— anyone can feel further 
sympathy for an ignoble foe, that sym- 
pathiser of the Boers does not deserve 
to be respected in any British commun- 
ity. 

HOW TODD, THE HE BO DIED. 

It is a vivid picture of battle in its 
uiatter-of-factness that Pte. A. C. Bench 
has drawn in a letter just received by 
C. A. Lombard, a letter bearing date at 
Kou^eboesch Hospital, March 7— a view 
of battle not as dreauiers see it but as 
seen by the man in the lighting line, who 
faces death for his country and awaits 
with curiosity the bullet that will lay him 
dead. 

"There have been many things happen- 
ing since I wrote you last," he says, 
"some interesting— some painful. Now, 
1 am laid up with a dum-dum bullet hole 
in one leg, a piece torn off the other leg, 
and a Mauser bullet hole through my 
chest. Yet I am lucky at that, for 
all the men (including Todd und Maun- 
drell, of ours) that got wounded where 
I was, were killed after being shot down 
in the legs. 

"I have no doubt you have had a more 
graphic account of thnt fight than I could 
give you; but it was a hot place to be in, 
especially where we were. AVe were -shot 
down close together. 

"We were talking and weighing our 
chances, when Todd said 'I've got it 
again.' Then I got my turn through the 
chest. Then I henrd another hit Todd 
and his head fell forward while I lay 
there expecting my turn. That luckily 
never came until the sun went down; 
after that there was no danger. 

"At about y o'clock they carried me a 
few hundred yards to the rear and put 
me down under a tree, where I lay in 
Sergt. Joe Northcott's arms until about 
a.m. Then I was put into a wagon 
without springs and taken to the hospital. 
That was a ride I will never forget, For 
those who are troubled with nervousness, 
this was a cure. 

"There were miraculous escapes and 
heroic deeds galore, none of -which will 
ever be mentioned. One escape I had 
which was pretty close, occurred at Paar- 
derburg. I was talking to Maundrel! 'of 
ours' and some other sergeant when an 
explosive bullet exploded while passing 
through the vizor of my helmet, the ex- , 
pansion causing it to strike my forehead , 
hard enough to daze me: it did not draw- 
blood and left nothing but a dull red 
line. 

"I got my wounds in u charge which 
was ordered by the General and in which 
the Canadians joined in away ahead of 
those who were ordered to charge. At 
our end were Mauudrell, Tood and my- 
self together. I arrived at tin? hospital at 

7 a.m., was dressed for the lirst time at 

8 a.m., having gone 1(1 hours all through 
a cold night outside without being at- 
tytufc-ti. Then I w - as put under the shade 
or a wail, and for two days I was naked 
— just wrapped up in two blankets, 
knocked about without attendance or 
proper food; but I am all right now and 
on the way to recovery, though you can 
get one of your lingers easily through the 
hole in my leg from either end." 

DEAD AND WOUNDED OF "OURS" 

Dating his letter from Paurdeburg 
Drift, Modder River, while the battle was 
practically still in progress. Corporal 
O'Dell gives another glimpse of the quiet 
soldier who was lost in the passing of 
Private Todd. The Corporal also presents 
a general view of the situation at that j 
time, which is distinctly interesting; be- I 
sides supplying details of the injuries I 
which laid the Victorians dead or sent 
them suffering to hospital. 

"We have General Cronjc and his 
forces completely surrounded by forty 
thousand of our troops," saya Corporal 
O'Dell i;i this letter, dated February 23. 
"He is expecting re-enforcements, but we 
shall stop them. Since the first chnrge 
Capt. Arnold has died. It would have 
been a miracle if he had lived, as ho wns 
shot through the brain. 

"The battlefield is a largo undulating 
plain many miles in extent, and sur- 
rounded by kopjes on which we have our 
artillery placed, Our regiment took up ! 
a position yesterday commanding u splen- 1 
did view of the situation. We are on a 



kopje, to the northeast of the enemy's 
laager. The Modder (lows east to west 
through the plain, and along its banks I 
and in its ravines the Boers are encamp- 1 
ed. At present we are contenting our- j 
selves by shelling them whenever they 
show themselves. I 
"The list of casualties in the battle of 
Pnardeberg Drift, on Modder River, to 
the southeast of Kimberley, which was 
fought on Sunday last were as follows: 

Killed. 

"Sergt. W. I. Scott, of Victoria. He 
was shot just over the left eye. There 
were three bullet holes in a tin cup tied 
to bis haversack, and his haversack was 
shot through. 

"John Todd of Victoria. Shot in the 
head, the stomach and hip. He 
was talking with Beach of their pros- 
pects of coming out of the light alive 
when he was hit, and dropped with the 
words: 'This beats Manila hollow.' He 
was in the American campaign in the 
Philippines, 

"Private A. Maundrell of Victorin. He 
was shot in the stomach and managed 
to crawl into the trenches, where he 
was found still aJive. He died at a.m 
on Monday morning. Private Wood 
stayed with Maundrell on the field till he 
died. 

"Private Somers of Victoria was shot 
in the face und killed outright. 

"Privato W. Jackson of Vancouver 
was shot in the left shoulder, the body 
and legs. 

"Captain Arnold of Winnipeg ' waa 
wounded early in the fight, being shot 
in the head, the leg and the shoulder. He 
lingered for some time, but no hope wa» 
held out of his recovery from the first. 
Private Court of Victoria nursed him un- 
til his death. 

Wounded. 

"Private A. C. Beach of Victoria was 
shot in the stomach and leg. His wounds 
an? serious. 

"Corporal Lohman of New Westmin- 
ster was shot in the mouth and neck. He 
is already beginning to recover. 

"Private C. (J. Thompson of Vancou- 
ver was shot in the right shoulder, the 
arm and legs. 

"Private II. E. Niebergall of Vancou- 
ver was shot early in the light. Mauser 
bullets were sent into his left shoulder, 
arm and leg. 

"Private F. Finch-Smile? of Victoria 
also went down early in the tight. He 
was shot in the hip. 

"Private C. W. Duncalfe of Winnipeg, 
Private .1. II. Dickson of Nelson nnd 
Private H. ,J. I). Andrews of Victoria 
were deliberately fired upon by the Boers 
while engaged in carrying Capt. Arnold 
from the field when he fell. All are 
stretcher-bearers. Duncalfe had his 
wrist pierced by a Mauser bullet, Dick- 
son had his left breast grazed nnd An- 
drews was slightly wounded in the leg. 
Their wounds were not very serious. 

"Private II. Mackenzie of Winnipeg 
was wounded in the uukle, a slight 
wound. 

"Privato Thos. Thompson of Ontario, 
who was reported wounded, came out of 
the fight unscathed." 

Supplementing this letter with another 
ten days later, the same correspondent 
says the following British Columbians 
were encamped at Pnardeberg Drift af- 
ter the fight: Lieut. Blanchard, Sergt. 
Xorthcott, Corp. O'Dell, Privates Bre- 
thotir, Court, Cornwall, Gamble, Dixon, 
.Tones, Leamau, Neill, Roberts ("Bobby"), 
Stebbings, Stewart Wood and Wallace, 
W.D.; CoTp. Mos*scrop, Lance-Corp. 
Dickson, Lance-Corp. Corbould, Corp. 
Mellarg, Privates Sinclair, Bonner, Hut- 
chins, Livingstone, MacRay, O'Brien, ' 
Wallace, G. Whitley, Leamy, I'. Smith, 1 
Patterson, Lee, Moody, Wilkins, Camp- 
bell, Hicks, Allen, Crooke and Rao. The 
total was 30.. The others were said to be' 
somewhere between Kimberley and Cape- I 
town on the line of communications. The 
company were all well, but had been 
soaked through by a thunderstorm on the 
night before. Since February l(i thev ■ 
had been on half rations. All could do 
with a good beefsteak, and would not. 
refuse bread and cheese by nny means. 
Sergt. Xorthcott was acting color-ser- 
geaur. at the camp. ; 

AFTER THE BATTLE SUMMARY. 

"Here we are bivouacked," says nnoth- 1 
er of the Victoria boys writing from ! 
Paarderberg Drift on the 3rd ultimo, 
"resting for a few days after long and 
trying marches in the hot sun and dark I 
nights. We left Belmont by train on 
the evening of February VI for Gras- i 
pan, and lay on the ground until 4 a.m., 
inarch to Ram Dam, fifteen miles. The! 
next morning we left nt 4 a.m. for the 
Riet River, nine miles. That evening 
we left at 8 p.m. and march twelve 
miles, halting within four miles of 
Jueobsdal and remained until davlight 
lh<? next morning. Here we heard our I 
first field guns as the brigade in front of 
us got a whack at a small party at 
Jueobsdal. We left at'dnylight and 'mov- 
ed on to Jacobsdal, and remained here I 
until 10 p.m., moving on then fourteen 1 
miles to Klip Drift. The battalion moved 
at 10 p.m., eighteen miles to this place, 
arriving at (J a.m. February 18. 

"After a cup of coffee they moved, out, 
across the river, wading up to their arm- 
pits, and formed up in extended order 
for the attack. The men were very tired 
and hungry, having been on half rations 
since leaving Belmont owing to lack of 
transportation facilities and the loss of 
one of our provision convoys. However, 
they behaved nobly. I am' told our com- 
pany suffered pretty heavily, as with the 
Cornwalls they were ordered to charge 
when 800 yards from the Boer position. 
Phis was when the most of our loss oc- 
curred. 

"The Victoria boys killed were: Sergt. 
Scott, shot in the head; Maundrell, shot 
in the stomach: Todd, in the head; Som- 
ers, in the hondj Jackson, Vancouver, in 
the head. 



" Our wounded were: Beach, in tb*> 
stomach: Finch-Smiles, in the thigh; 
Andrews, shot in the wrist while carry- 
ing Capt. Arnold off the field; Dixon, in 
the armpit while similarly employed. 

" Of the Vancouver men, Niebergall 
was shot in the arm; Thompson, in the 
arm; Lohman, of New Westminster, 
through the cheeks, teeth and shoulder. 

" 1 understand that all our men are 
doing well. Capt. Arnold wns shot in 
the head and never recovered conscious- 
ness. He died two days afterwards. 

" The battalion was engaged again on. 
the l>0th, but suffered no loss. The 
weather every night during that week 
was horrible, rain falling in torrents 
and being verv cold, and for three nights 
the men did not have blankets or rubber 
sheets. 

" I returned to the battnlion on Sun- 
day, the 25th. On the 2Cth 'A' Com- 
pnny crossed the river and manned the 
trenches there. That night— or rather 
the next morning nt 3 o'clock— we at- 
tacked again, but only the left end of 
'A' Company's trench wns directly in 
the line of fire, so we escaped loss. 

" It is not possible to describe the 
fight, for everything seemed so jumbled 
up. I, of course, missed the first two 
lights and was only partly in the third, 
but the sound of the firing was terrific. 
The crack of the rifles was continuous, 
like a Chinese New Year firecracker 
fusilade." 

MARCH ANT NOT FORGOTTEN. 

There have been so many conflicting 
reports as to the nature of Pte. Finch- 
Smiles' wounds and his chances of re- 
covery that a letter from the good- 
natured chap himself, setting matters 
straight, is very welcome. It is written 
from Orange' River Hospital, and 
breathes a spirit of contented philosophy 
under adverse circumstances. 

"This is just to let you know," he 
writes, "that I am still on top of the 
earth, though not quite as lively as per- 
linps I might be, and not able to do more 
than pen a few lines, ns I get ex- 
tremely tired. We had a very exciting 
day last Sunday week, nnd I got my 
dose early in the day. and so had leisure 
to reflect upon many things pertaining 
to tin' brevity of human existence on 
this sad earth — also many other 
thoughts of a philosophical character. 

" Most of ail did I think of Mr. Mar- 
chant's defence of his friends the Boers, 
as they potted away at me as I lay 
wounded, from sunrise to sunset, and 
even after that. Our strpteher-bearera 
were also a great treat to them, for they 
made a special mark of them. 

" Every third bullet that fell around 
me exploded when it struck its billet. 
They also fired several times directly 
into our hospital. 

"And these lire the people thnt Mr. 
Ma reliant upholds as a pious. God-fear- 
ing people! I don't think much of his 
friends: that's all I can say. They 
are nothing more nor less than savages 
in disguise. But we gave them a good 
drubbing. • 

" My wound is healing up nicely, nnd 
I hope to be able to rejoin the regiment 
in three or four weeks' time. Wo have 
been sent nearly crazy over the good 
news that begins to roll in now, and if 
things continue as now I fear the cam 
paign will be over before I am in condi- 
tion to rejoin. Well, we shall see." 

THE MAN BEHIND THE GUN. 

" I suppose you know through the 
papers." writes Pte. Whitley to his step- 
father, ex-Chief Sheppard, " of our late 
movements and the prominent part the 
Canadians have been taking in the fight- 
ing. Since writing you lust I have been 
transferred to the Maxim gun, now one 
of the regular attachments, My prin- 
cipal work is mule-driver, nnd when the 
gun goes into action the limber (or back 
wheels) is detached when the position is 
reached, and remains just behind the 
gun with the ammunition. 

" My duty is to stay with the mules 
and the limber. 

"In the big action on the 8th Febru- 
ary we sent one gun neross the river 
with the regiment, the other remaining 
on this side. I helped to get the first 
one across and got wet through, but I 
stayed with the second one all day. We 
took up a position with one gun three 
times, but could not hold it, ns the fire 
was too heavy, the enemy all being in 
thick bushes along the river bank, nnd 
on all sides open prairie. 

"Filially at one last attempt the mules 
stampeded, and a wheel was torn off the 
limber; we lay under fire for about 
three hours before we could get the gun 
away. I wns not driving the mules 
that day. but have since taken on the 
job. We walked two miles the next 
morning to get tools to make another 
wheel. The following Monday night we 
brought the other nun neross, so that we 
are now nil together. 

" On Friday we were again under fire 
with the regiment, bat did not do much. 
Our men did a little sniping at long 
range." 

GAMBLE'S CLOSE CALL. 

Private Gamble in his latest and 
necessnrily brief letter home after the 
Modder River fight, tells how the top 
piece of his helmet was shot away by a 
bullet flying happily too high. Cornwall, 
he observes with satisfaction, "came 
through without a scratch." 

There is also a letter from Pte. Corn- 
wall, addressed to his friend. Mr. R. H. 
Pooloy, in which he casually analyze* 
the peculiar sensation experienced by 
the boys in their first baptism of fire, a 
feeling which in the excitement of con- 
flict passes away. Sergt. Scott was 
shot down, he says, almost at his (Corn- 
wall's) side. The wounded were pro- 
gressing favorably, and would shortly 
be reach- for the fray again. The rainy 
season had commenced, nnd wet nights 
were usual. 

Pte. .Tamos Stewart, of 'Victoria, in i> 
letter to his parents, dated at Pnarde- 
berg Drift on March 3. says: 

" We just had time to get some break- 
fast when we \v»rn ord"l'ed to advance 
to the attack. We had to wade the 
liver, about three feet deep, and ad- 
vanced in skirmishing order, with the 
Cordons ahead of ns. T tell you it wns 
no snap under fire. We were lying 
down behind ant-heaps, with bullets fly- 
ing all nround. We were lying behind 
the ant-henps when we were ordered to 
charge. As soon us we rose the bullets 
started to come something awful. Three 
of my churns were shot dead. Just then 
Sergt. Scott, was shot before the charge 
began. Our captain was shot and died 
next day." 



MADE A QUICK TRIP. 

Strnthconn's Horse Arrive at Capetown 
In Good Order. 

The fear that Canada's last contribu- 
tion to the Imperial armies, the Strath- 
cona Horse, would reach South Africa 
too late to be of service does not by any 
means seem destined to realization, their 
steamer having made so fast a voyage 
that its safe arrival at Capetown was 
reported yesterday. The news conies 
in n cablegram to Mr. C. E. Pooley, O. 
C, M. P. P., from his son, Lieut. T. E. 
Pooley, reporting: "All well." 



NOT YET DECIDED. 

Agent Gathering Evidence as to 
Whether Nome Should Be an 
Open Port. 

The United States government has 
apparently not yet decided as to whether 
Cape Nome shall be made a port of 
entry. In n recent issue the Sau Fran- 
cisco Chronicle said: 

" Collector of the Port Jackson re- 
ceived a visit yesterday from J. F. 
Evans, who has been appointed special 
treasury agent for Alaska. Agent 
Evans has just arrived here en route to 
his official headquarters in Sitka. He 
will remain here until April 20 for the 
purpose of hearing evidence as to 
whether or not Cape Nome, in Alaskn, 
shall bo designated by the government as 
a port of entry, in addition to other such 
ports now recognized on the Pacific 
Coast. 

"The fate of Cape Nome as a port 
will be determined by the report which 
Agent Evans will make to the govern- 
ment. It is to the decided advantage of 
San Francisco merchants and shipping 
that Nome should not be an open port. 
On the other hand, British interests in 
tlie Canadian Northwest will be greatly 
benefited by the creation of the new 
port. Seattle, because of business con- 
nections with British Columbia and 
Canada, opposes San Francisco and in- 
sists, with British merchants, that the 
port of Nome be opened. 

" The principal question before Agent 
Evans is ns to the sufficiency of exist- 
ing commercial and shipping facilities to 
care for the increasing business of the 
Coast. It is recognized as inevitable 
that the opening of any new port will 
operate to divert from San Francisco a 
certain amount of business. The govern- 
ment has on two different occasions of 
late refused to make Nome nn open port. 
It is deemed certain that the govern- 
ment will adhere to this action if it is 
shown by satisfactory evidence that 
San Francisco is able to care for all 
passengers and freight which may be 
offered here for transportation to the 
Nome country. 

"Agent Evans since his arrival here 
has had interviews witli the lending 
shipping firms engaged in coastwise 
trade, and also with many prominent 
merchants. All business interests thus 
far consulted agree that an additional 
port of entry at Nome is unnecessary, 
and further that the creation of any 
such port would be to the advantage of 
British Columbia and to the decided dis- 
advantage of San Francisco. 

"The importance of the question nt 
issue is such that Agent Evans desires 
to receive the fullest evidence possible 
before making his report, In order 
that all persons interested may be heard, 
lie has established headquarters nt 120 
Sutter street, where he will hear evi- 
dence daily during the remainder of his 
stay in this city."
